4. The right of every man to sell his serv-
ices without interference, and to increase his
earning power by improving his skill or in-
creasing his capacity.

5. A reasonable tariff for the protection of
American agriculture.

6. A sharply restrictive immigration policy,
and careful selective process.

7. Recognition of the futility of efforts to
correct natural economic derangements by
statutory measures.

8. Clear legal establishment of right of co-
operative buying and selling.

9. Recognition and performance of the duty
